A Rebuttal 

by FOS (Face of Seaweed) 

Two Issues ago, you ran an article that I wrote in 
which I expressed certain theories as to why I felt that 
the Air Force Is considered a distant fourth when comp- 
ared with the other three services. The latest Issue of 
Raging Main contains a rebuttal by Lt. Mark Fassio of 
the U.S. Air Force. After reviewing Lt. Fassio's article, 
I personally believe that his efforts actually tend to 
support my contentions rather than detract from them. 

First of all, Lt. Fassio has unfortunately chosen to 
rebut on a lower level than the original article was 
written. He has tried to use the old politician's ploy 
of repudiating an opponent's ideas through personal attacks 
on that person's character. His reference to the Bantu 
translation of Hager coupled with his statement, "Consider 
then, the source of these blatent (sic) attacks on the 
'Force'." clearly illustrates my point. Personal attack 
is generally employed when the attacker has nothing more 
substantive with which to debate, so it Is understandable 
in this situation and is consistent with my stated pos- 
ition regarding the Air Force. 

Lt. Fassio digresses from the point of my original dis- 
cussion to provide commentary on a concept called "air 
power" which appears to analagous to Alfred Mahan'a sea- 
power. He offers some examples of this "air power" in 
history although none of them relates to the U.S. Air 
Force. As a former officer In the Naval aviation com- 
munity and an alumnus of both the Navy's flight school 
at Pensacola, Florida and the Armed Forces Air Intelli- 
gence Training Center at Lowery AFB, I am well aware of 
the concept of "air Power". If Lt. Fassio will take the 
time to review my original discussion, He'll find that I 
did not impugn the importance of "air power" , but merely 
suggested that the U.S. Air Fcpce was incapable of pro- 
viding lt. In my opinion, Lt. Fassio again tacitly 
supports my position when he uses the Battle of Midway 
as an example. Lacking a significant military victory 
of the A lr Force, Lt. Fassio actually cites the greatest 
U/S. Naval victory of WWII and somehow alludes that lt 
represents and achievement for the Air Force. Sorry, 
lieutenant, but that battle was won by Navy pilots. 

Lt. Fassio provided us with another gem of wisdom in 
his statement, "Incidentally, NO ONE asked you guys to 
copy our ideas and f ly . " Please explain, lieutenant. 
Who exactly Is the "our" referenced in that staement? 
Are you suggesting that the U.S. Air Force invented 
flight? What do you mean by "copy" since Naval aviation 
pre-dates the U.S. Air Force? Webster's New Coll- 
egiate Dictionary defines "copy" as "an imitation". 
I can see where it can be construed that' the Air Force 
"copied" from its elder services who's air branches 
date back quite a ways, but I can't see how you can 
logically maintain that the Navy has "copied" the Air 
Force. As far as keeping out of the air goes, I'm sure 
the Navy Department will be more than happy to turn 
over the job of maintaining air superiority at sea to 
the U.S.. Air Force Just as soon as they demonstrate the 
ability to perform the Job with the same degree of 
expertise currently displayed by Navy pilots. After all, 
how many Air Force fighter Jocks have bagged a Libyan 
M1G lately? 

Lt. Fassio's comments about space are interesting as 
well. He states, "...you can forget about 'navies' in 
space games." It's interesting because we already 
adopted naval terminology to space flight In our society. 
Who hasn't heard of the voyages of the starshlp Enterprise 
and of Star Fleet Command? Wasn't lt Captain Kirk, not 
Colonel Kirk? A vessel moving through space more closely 
approximates a ship moving through the ocean than an air- 
craft moving through the air. The problems associated 
with a ship at sea such as navigation and communications 
are relevant to space travel as well. We think in terms 
of "voyages" when referring both to sea travel and space 
flight due to the duration of the underway time. I 
wouldn't rule out "navies" In space yet, lieutenant. 

It Is apparent from Lt. Fassio's commentary that the 
Air Force requires little from It's officers regarding a 
knowledge of military history. Ifeel I would be remiss 
if I failed to comment on the multitude of errors and the 
unsupported lnnuendos so prevalent throughout the lieu- 
tenant 's discussion. The Lexington was sunk during the 
Battle of Coral Sea approximately one month prior to Mid- 
way. The U.S. carriers at Midway were the Yorktown . 
Hornet and Enterprise (why does that name ring a bell?). 
The lleutneant also refers to the "5 years" lt took the 
army to defeat those "dumb Southern boys". The Federal 
garrison surrendered Fort Sumter to Confederate forces 
on April 13, 1861 which heralded the start of the Civil 
War. General Robert E. Lee surrendered the Army of North- 
ern Virginia to U.S. Grant at Appomatox Courthouse on 
April 9, I865, almost four years later to the day. Where 



did that 5th year come from to which the lieutenant 
refers? As far as the iq's of the participants is con- 
cerned, I have little factual Information, however it 
Is generally accepted that the South' s success could 
be partially attributed" to the brilliance of men like 
Lee, JEB Stuart, "Stonewall" Jackson, et al. The lieu- 
tenant lightly dismisses the Indian campaigns, however 
military historians generally consider the Plains Indians 
to rank among the best light cavalry in the world while' 
the Apaches attained a similar expertise as light infantry. 
The campaign of Chief Joseph and his Nez Perce' tribe in 
the Pacific Northwest is still studied at West Point as 
a classic military campaign. 

It is of interest that Lt, Fassio failed to address the 
basic premise of my original position and thus, in my 
opinion, Implicitly supports my contentions. In my orig- 
inal commentary I made the statement, "Perhaps sometime 
In the distant future, the Air Force will be able to come 
up with some achievements notable enough that they'll 
finally be accepted by the other services." Lt . Fassio 
not only failed to provide an example of an Air Force 
victory that might dispute my statement but actually 
put forth the Battle of Midway, Naval Aviation's finest 
hour. Vihen challenged to name a famous Air Force hero, 
Lt. Fassio responded with Billy Mitchell 1 another con- 
cession of defeat. 

In conclusion, I must submit the Lt. Fassio has failed 
to dispute my contention that the capabilities of the 
Air Force as a combat organization are certainly subject 
to question. Perhaps another "man in blue" out there 
will pick up the gauntlet and aqult himself with more 
positive results than has the lieutenant. Good hunting, 
man in blue!
